Many of them, however, might just 
as well not have been. We thrust handicaps upon others, and others thrust 
them upon us—in most instances unthinkingly. 
Amelia Earhart. who recently completed a magnificent feat in flying 
alone from Hawaii to Oakland, California, remarked at the end of the 
flight that what handicapped her spirit and which was harder to over­ 
come than the strain and the danger and fatigue w'as the criticism hurled 
at her before she started 
She showed her caliber, however, by riding 
through that, as w'eil as through storm and fog. 
The "It Couldn't Be Done" society will probably always be in existence, 
but it will always have that other greater society of “But He Did It’’ to 
reckon with, 
A man faces poverty, privation, and all sorts of personal discourage­ 
ments. but I believe that the one thing which cuts deepest into his spirit 
and wounds him most is unjust criticism and the failure to understand 
his motives. 
Columbus w'as laughed at 
Peary was laughed at. 
Lindbergh w'as 
laughed at. People said that they couldn't do what they said they could— 
and besides what would their attempts amount to. anyway? 
There are things that have been achieved in this world, by iron- 
hearted men and women, for no other reason than the pure pleasure of 
having done them—first! 
And to such we all ow'e an eternal gratitude. 
We are inspired by the tact that they were Handicapped—yet went right 
ahead and proved their faith. 
Helen Keller entered this world apparently totally handicapped—de­ 
prived of sight, speech, and hearing. 
Behold her today, after a wonder­ 
fully useful life, with a college education, and a mind developed far be­ 
yond the average—one of the finest examples of a human being overcom­ 
ing handicaps in this. or any other generation. 
In my library is an entire case of books, representing the life work 
of Lafcadio Hearn—books which he w'rote and books which have been 
written about him and his work. Heam landed in America, poor, blind in 
one eye and friendless. 
Before the age of 50 he had left a treasure 
house of literature that will live so long as beauty in English expression 
shall live. 
Handicaps? Thank God for them all! 
They have glorified more men 
and women than anything else.
